Duteh East Indonesian political party, Twaalfde Province (TMAPRO) or Sings 
Minahasa, whose secretary is K. Mangundap and advisor to the council is ED, 
Dengah. Mangandup is about sixty years of age, former head clork in the War 
Department at Bandung, and reports directly to Dr. Lowis J.M.Beol. Dengah, 
algo about sixty years of age, was formerly Minister of Public Works in the 
Rast Imlemesia onbinet.
